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Report of the Gallaudet Lec- 
ture Film Committee-

Dkar Sir :— On August 6th, 1910, 
we were appointed by you aconnnit- 
tee whose task it was to jiroduce the 
first N. A D. lecture Glni, — a lecture 
in the sign language to be rendered 
by Dr. V.. M. Gallaudet. 

We accepted the appointment with 
a little misgiving as to the outcome, 
f(jr doubt was expressed in .some 
quarters a.s to the feasiliility of the 
undertaking. As no one in the N. 
A. D. , that we knew of, had had any 
practical experience in the produc- 
tion of moving pictures of the sign 
language, we naturally went about 
the work .slowly. 

If we are not mistaken, Dr Gal- 
laudet was indirectly connected with 
the production of the first film in 
this country on which the sign 
language wa.") shown. The film in 
question showed a rendition of the 
poem " America," by one of the 
young ladiess of Gallaudet College. 
This film was part of an educational 
exliibit sent to the I'ati American 
ICx])osition in HulTalo in 19,00 by the 
National Government, Included in 
that exhibit were viewsof Annajwlis 
West Point, and Carlisle. The film 
showing the signs was produced by 
raph Company, but was not 
i N i ss. However, at that time 
motion pictures were not as far ad- 
\'fnw"<l ir.vviird perfection as they are 
I' .- do not know the pre.sent 

vviicu.iDuiu.^ of the film showing 
" America." 

The next recorded film showing 
signs i.s known as the " Jones" Film, 
and represents Mr. W. G. Jones, of 
the Kanwood school, in pantomime 
haracter sketches entitled, " Seven 
Ages of Man," and "The Mini.ster 
and the Monkey." This film was 
al.so made by the Hiograph Company, 
and at the rate of one dollar a foot 
for the negative and thirteen cents a 
foot for the positive — or one dollar 
and thirteen cents a foot for every 
foot cast on the screen. The ' 'Jones' ' 
iMlm is owned by the New York 
Institution for the lustruclion of the 
Deaf. 

Our film was to be the third and, 
unlike the others, it was to be a 
straight lecture delivered iu the sign 
language and by a prince of sign 
makers — Dr. E. M. Gallaudet. 
Ill ii enl had to be secured first 
iiMie lime in coming, as the 
good Doctor was plainly embarrassed 
at the idea of lecturing before a niov- 
ing-i)icture camera. Moreover, he 
had .seen the unsatisfactory results 
of the first film ever produced and 
was doubtful about it bii' ihle 

lo make tlie signs and fill; • ng 

iiid natural wlicn cast 
n. He finally consented 
to try, and, at the same tinje, an 
nounced that he would Ucture ou the 
l,orna Doone country of Devonshire, 
iingland — a country he had lately 
visited and about which he was to 
lecture before a prominent literary 
.society of Wa.shington, D. C. 

Next a film company that could 
do the work had to be found. It 
was considered inadvisable to select 
an out-of-town company for these 
reasons: —

A local company, known as the 
Capitol Kiliii Company, was consult- 
''d. Wc learned from, Mr. William 
I 'f under, an employee in the Agri- 
^-ultiiral Department and a former 
student of Gallaudet College, that 
the '■ and photographer of 

this . , y, Mr. Sig G. Hoeni- 
stein, was at one timeiu the employ 
of the IT. S. Government as a j)ho- 
tographcr. He was Government 
photographer at Fort Meyer, Va., 
nt thp ti,„p the Wright ;rrotil«ue 
^' ibited and its (lights

ment service four years ago to take 
up motion photography, and had 
been engaged in the work continu- 
ou.sly since. Mr William K. Heal 
of Washington, D. C , is the presi- 
dent of the Company. 

This Company agreed to produce 
a trial film free of charge to show 
what it could do. Dr. Gallaudet 
delivered a part of his lecture, and 
the result ixs shown on the trial film 
was so satisfactory that we did not 
hesitate to award to the Capitol Film 
Company the contract for producing 
the full lecture We notified you of 
the arrangement made and you .sent 
a check for seven hundred dollars to 
Dr. John B Hotchkiss, the treasurer 
of this committee. 

A copy of the contract is here 
given: — 

" Article of agreement, made and 
entered into the 26th day of Janu- 
ary, A. D. , 1911, between William 
E. Heal, of Washington, D. C, 
Presideut and acting for the Capitol 
Film Company, of Washington, D. 
C. , of the one part, and Roy J. 
Stewart, of Wa.shington, D C, 
representing and acting for O. H. 
Kegensburg of Venice, California, of 
the other part, who is custodian and 
trustee of the moving picture fund of 
the National Association of the Deaf, 
as follows, to wit: The .said Wil- 
liam li. Heal, ujTon and for the con- 
sideration of four hundred dollars 
(5(5400) agrees to furni.sh and deliver 
to the said Roy J. Stewart one print 
of a lecture to be given by Dr. E. M. 
Gallaudet in the sign language of 
the deaf, the same to be equal in 
every respect to the trial negative 
already made and subiuitted by the 
party of the first part and to meet 
all requirements, and that the work 
thereon, such as making exposures, 
developing, ])rinting, etc., .shall be 
executed by Sig G. Boernstein, who 
shall be recpiired to exercise the .same 
degree of skill as is shown in the 
trial negative hereinbefore mention- 
ed. 

" It is also agreed by the said party 
of the first part that the lectures 
shall cover a period of not less thpn 
twenty minutes, and that the rate of 
exixjsure shall be 18 per second. 

" And it is further agreed that 
the negative shall be placed in a lx)x 
under the seal of the Capitol Film 
Company of the District of Co- 
lumbia, and dejxjsited in a fire-proof 
vault at Gallaudet College, and is 
not to be removed therefrom while 
it remains the property of the Capitol 
Film Company, and the said Capitol 
Film Company agrees and is hereby 
bound not to make or permit to be 
made any prints or pictures there- 
from for any party or ])arties whom- 
soever other than the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf. 

"The said Capitol Film Company 
further agrees that the said National 
Association of the Deaf shall have au 
option of purchase of said negative, 
the same to become its absolute 
property upon the payment of three 
liundred dollars ($.^00), said ojUion 
to continue for a period of eighteen 
(18) tnonths from the date hereof.

The lecture was delivered in the 
Company's establi.shment, a large, 
regularly equipped photograph gal- 
lery. It lasted a little over twenty 
minutes, and was taken in seven 
sections of film, which ncccssiafcd 
Dr. liallaudet's stopping six times 
while delivering his lecture in order 
to enable the photographer to reload 
his camera. At the start of each 
new .section the lecturer repeated a 
little of what he had .said at the end 
of the preceding section. This was 
done to enable us to tell exactly 
where to splice the sections together. 
The lecturer stopjicd on signal given 
by the photographer on nearing the 
end of each section. This arrange 
ment worked well, for it was found 
that, after the sections had been 
properly trimmed down and spliced 
together, the thread of the good 
Doctor's discourse had not been 
broken. However the annoyance 
caused by the H' "ps. a"d 

the worry over \. il again, 

put Dr. Gallaudet under a severe 

strain. 



When the print was cast on the 
screen, it was seen that, while it was 
a life-like picture of Dr. Gallaudet, 
and the signs and finger-spelling 
were clear and natural, there were 
white markings along the edges of 
-some of the sections resembling fork- 
ed lightning. The Company was 
willing to take the lecture over 
again and we suggested doing so to 
Dr. Gallaudet, but he was Jairly 
.satisfied with the lecture as it was, 
and that settled it. 

We were authorized by you to 
have some views made of Kendall 
Green and events thereon, especial- 
ly of Presentation Day, as President 
Tuft had promised to attend. He, 
however, sent word at the last 
minute that he was unable to come, 
.so that all we had taken then was a 
sixty-five-foot strip of film showing 
the procession of officers and guests 
and the graduating cla.sses through 
the portico to the chapel. 

lyater we had taken a panorama of 
the college buildings and .some views 
showing the Class Day exercises. 
These views, together with the one 
taken on Presentation Day, were 
given titles and placed on one reel, 
known ns the Presentation Week 
Reel. 

The Presentation Week .scenes are 
not mere postures for the camera, 
but were taken as they actually 
occurred, and are only intended to 
give the public an idea of these an- 
nual events on Kendall Green. No 
attempt was made to reproduce the 
various addres.ses delivered at the 
exerci.ses, as the dimness of the light 
in the shade of the trees made that 
very diflTicult, if not impossible. 

It is thought that the Panorama 
of the group of College halls is im- 
portant, as giving the pul)lic a^ defi- 
nite idea of the scene of the incidents 
depicted on the other films, and also 
a definite idea of the building-equip- 
ment of the College for its work. 

The length of the Lecture feel is 
1025 feet, and that of the Presenta- 
tion Week reel is 460 feet. The 
two reels are known as the Gallaudet 
films, and were taken by the chair- 
man of this committee to the meet- 
ing of the American Instructors of 
the Deaf, which was held in De- 
lavan. Wis., last July. There a 
public exhibition was given in a 
moving picture theatre. Every one 
.seemed well plea.sed with the films, 
and Dr. Gallaudet received so many 
compliments for his lecture that he 
was moved to triumph a little over 
our chairman by remarking plea- 
santly, "1 have the laugh on you 
now for wanting to have the lecture 
done over again." 

You will see by the terms of the 
contract that the lecture print was 
to co.st us $400, and that the nega- 
tive from which the print was made, 
was to cost $2,00 more. The Pre 
sentation-Week films cost $157.50, 
and this price includes both negative 
and print. There was to have l)een a 
Field Day film, but it was a failure. 
However, the Company send in a 
bill for $43 for that Field- Day piece, 
and we refu.sed to pay it. Much 
discussion about the bill followed our 
refusal to pay, and finally we pro]>os- 
ed that if. President Heal would sign 
an agreement turning over to us tlie 
negative of Dr. Gallaudet's lecture, 
we would pay the $43. President 
Heal agreed to this and -.'.. ■..>,! the 
following agreement; —

The above saves us the necessity 
of paying #300 for the lecture nega- 
tive, for, as you will see by the 
terms of the lecture contract, tliat is 
the price we were to have paid if 
we wished to buy the negative. 
With the payment of the $43, which 
saves us $257, we closed our business 
relations with the Capitol Film Com- 
pany. This Company agrees, at 
some future time, to give a 
new film of the same length (about 
200 feet) as the Field- Day piece. 

Mr. Boernstein, who was photo- 
grai^her for the Capitol Film Com- 
pany, has left that firm to become a 
partner and the general manager of 
the Feature Film Company, which 
seems to be a well equipped concern. 
Mr. Boernstein per.sonally attends to 
all the photographing, developing, 
and printing. He is an adept in the 
use of the manual alphal)et, is inter- 
ested in our attempts to photo- 
graph signs, and' has given us much 
useful information. 

It seems to be a characteristic of 
nearly all films having a solid back- 
ground to have very small 
bright spots on them. Go into anj' 
moving picture theatre and you 
will notice this. This was the 
fault of the Presentation Day Pro 
cession Film. In ati effort to im- 
prove it we had the Feature Film 
Company make a new print which 
is an improvement over the other 
one. 

Thinking there was no further use 
of the trial print, the Capitol F'ilm 
Company destroyed it, but, as we 
had taken the precaution of preserv- 
ing the negative, we had the Feature 
I-'ilm Company make a title and a 
new print. Also a print was made 
of the panorama of the college build- 
ings— -in fact, Mr. Boernstein made 
two panorama prints and gave us 
both for the price of one. They are 
l)oth good, and when one wears out 
there is another ready to take its 
place. The prints were made at 
cost of films and chemicals, no 
charge being made for the work. 

Dr. John B, Hotchkiss, who acted as 
Treasurer of this Comtnittee, subuits the 
following leivirt: — 

"On the 15th of neoemlier, 1910, 
our Conmiittee receive<l from Mr.

Much has been said in our corres 
pondence about the white markings 
resembling lightning. We are in- 
formed by the manager of the 
Washington Film lixchange that 
such markings are liable to occur 
with the best photographers. Mr. 
Boernsteiu explains this occurrence 
in a letter dated Nov. 14, 191 1. as 
follow: — 

" Referring to our conversation 
-lerday, I desire to offer an ex 
i ion of the defects in the lecture 
film by Dr. (iallatidet in which 
markings api>ear resembling light- 
ning. These markings are due direct- 
ly to static electricity, caused by fric- 
tion of the perforating dies working 
too rai>idly. 

"These defects can be overcome 
to .some extent by making a new 
print on which the markings will ap- 
pear white, and then by pencilling 
them out. From this print a new 
negative can be m.ide on which the 
defects will ' ly reduced, if 

not entirely ri 



"Trusting this explanation will 
be sufficiently clear. I beg tojemaiu, 
Yours very truly, 
Thk Fkaturb Film Mpg. Co, 
Sig G. B0KRNST8IN, Mgr. 

The above-mentioned method is a 
rather exj-HJUsive way of eliminating 
the electric markings. We do not 
think it worth while to spend more 
money on this lecture film. 

The camera was less than twelve 
feet away from the lecturer at the 
time the signs were photographe4. 
Mr. Boernstein, the photographer, 
says he cannot tell the exact rate of 
exposure except that it was much 
alxjve normal. It was greater than 
specified in the contract. Mr. 
Boernstein used his own judgement, 
based on his experience gained in 
making the trial film, and says he 
photographed faster when words 
were spelled. 

As you know, individuals differ in 
speed in signing. It is not everyone 
that signs with the even steady grace 
of Dr. Gallaudet. The rate of ex- 
IX)sure in future films will have to be 
at a speed to suit individual lecturer, 
and we think this can be determined 
only by thorough trial, that is to 
say by producing a successful trial 
film before attempting a full lecture. 

Through our Chairman a circular 
letter, setting forth the object of the 
Moving Picture Fund of the N. A. 
D. , and asking for their very lowest 
prices for moving picture work, was 
sent to several film companies. Be- 
low are copies of the letters received 
in reply : — 

F^'roni Ptthe F'reres Motion Pic- 
tures 

We liave your favor of October 
23d and have taken the matter 
under careful advi.sement. Beg to 
state that we can make you the film 
you desire at the rate of 50 cents a 
foot for the first jxjsitive, which is 
the kind of film you have to project 
a picture ; and 15 cents a foot for 
every other ix>sitive of the same 
subject that you may order subse- 
quently. We make no charge for 
the making of the negative, which 
remains in our possession for subse- 
quent use ; consequently with |;5,ooo 
you ought to be able to get a good 
number of films. 

We think your plan an admirable 
one and see no reason why not only 
one school but all the .schools \ox the 
deaf should not be benefitted '^v Oiis 
scheme. 

From Kalem Company Moving 
Picture Films: 

Replying to yours of the 23d 
would say that the price for a re- 
production in moving pictures of a 
lecture in the sign language would 
be fifty cents per foot for one nega- 
tive and positive print, provided the 
lecturer will do his work before the 
camera in our studio in New York. 
Reproductions of the film would cost 
fifteen cents per foot. There would 
be no limit to the length we could 
use at our studio as two cameras 
could be employed without any lapse 
in the action. We would guarantee 
the photographic quality of the film. 

From Biograph Company : 

Replying to your letter of Sep- 
tember 19th, it is impossible to elim- 
inate the forked lightning of the 
negative which you have. 

We would be glad to make up for 
you 1200 feet of negative at Ji. 00 
per foot, and from this negative a 
positive print at 13 cents per foot. 

We could arrange to send a man 
to W^ashington to take a 400 feet 
panorama. The price for this would 
l)e the same. 

From The Feature Film Company : 

We beg to submit to you for your 

consideration the following prices 

for any motion picture work that 

you see fit to entrust to us.

Any information about the Gal- 
laudet films not contained in this 
report will be cheerfully given. It 
is not claimed for the Lecture film 
that it is photographically perfect, 
but that it is the best we could get 
under the circumstances. 

Enclosed you will find all original 
contracts, receipts, and cashed 
checks also a check for $82.41, 
which is the balance remaining of 
the $ 700 you sent us. 

Mr.> Stewart, whom you asked to 
act as custodian of the films " until 
further notice," will shortly submit 
a report concerning exhibitions which 
have thus far been held, and the re- 
ceipts therefrom. 

Arrangements have been made 
with the College authorities for 
storing the negatives iu the fire- 
proof vault at Gallaudet College for 
a while. 

In closing, the Committee wishes 
to thank you, Mr. Chairman, and to 
express our appreciation of your un- 
failing courtesy, and the unflagging 
energy and zeal with which you 
and your Committee have seconded 
our efforts to make the film a suc- 
cess.

Dear Sir : — I have your letter of 
February 26, in which you complain 
that Mr, Adam Singer was denied 
the right to take an examination 
for the position of Bookbinder in the 
service of the City of New York be- 
cause he was found to be totally 
deaf. 

You express the opinion that the 
action of the Commission in this 
matter was unlawful. The Com- 
mission cannot take your view of the 
matter. Being charged by law with 
the duty of preparing a list of per- 
sons elitf ible for the position of Book- 
binder in the service of the city, a 
list from which the Commission 
must certify names to any depart- 
ment which calls for such a certifi- 
cation, the Commission in pursuance 
of its authority to determine the 
necessary preliminary requirements 
for any such examination, physical 
or otherwise, decided that a totally 
deaf person has not the necessary 
physical qualifications. 

I cannot enter into a discu.ssion 
of any other aspects of the matter, 
as the Commission's authority and 
responsibility is strictly limited to 
the point here indicated.

persons for appointment, and it 
seems to require no argument to 
show that the Commission would be 
doing an unlawful thing to certify a 
deaf man for a position for which, 
under the conditions of the .service 
which he would be called upon to 
perform, he is physically unfit. 

Of course, every one must sym- 
pathize with any person suffering 
from such a physical infirmity, but 
the Commission must be governed 
by the purpose of the law and can- 
not express its sympathy by certify 
ing a physically incapable man for 
the public service. 

The Commission does not hold a 
deaf man to be disqualified from 
taking a Civil Service examination 
because he is deaf, but because his 
deafness unfits him to perform the 
duties of the particular position 
under the conditions in which these 
duties must be performed.

Dear Mr. Crbelman; — I am 
writing to you in my capacity of 
Chairman of the Committee on 
Civil Service of the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf. Some time ago, 
while Vice-President of that organ- 
ization, I took up the matter of un- 
just restrictions against psople who 
merely labor under the handicap of 
total deafness, but were otherwise 
qualified and competent, who were 
barred from employment by Civil 
Service restrictions. Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham and former Secre- 
tary of the Interior Garfield, and 
President Taft, all ruled that deaf- 
ness should be no obstacle to a man 
securing employment. The Presi- 
atl frit-ndildent of the National Association of 
i the Deaf, in appointing me, a.sked me 
, first to confer with you in a matter 
that came up under your predeces 
sor, documents of which I enclose 
herewith. This man was prohibited 
from taking the examination simply 
because of bis "affliction," which 
we believe is unlawful. At any 
rate, this man is a first-class book 
binder, and in this em

Dear Mr. Creelman : — I thank 
you very much for your kind letter 
of the 27th It would seem that 
you are quoting some law of Which 
this committee is probably ignorant- 
It has been our contention that there 
is no legal bar and we have deraon- 
.strated this to the United .States 
Civil Service Commission. May I 
trouble you further, if consistent, for 
a copy of the Law that prohibits 
the employment of a totally deaf 
person in such a position as that of 
bookbinder. 

Of course, we would not feel it as 
though it were a discrimination 
against us if the position desired 
was one involving hazards, such as 
fireman or policeman, but we hope 
that a man, who is an expert book- 
binder, for instance, is not legally 
disqualified from taking a Civil 
Service Examination for such a 
position. 

Our .standpoint is that when the 
Commission determines that becau.se 
a man cannot hear, he is disqualified 
for such a position as bookbinder , 
it is unjust and unwarranted, and we 
propose to take such steps as may be 
necessary to secure a ruling that 
.will not allow injustice towards one 
citizen because of an infirmity that 
in no way is a deterrent to good, 
faithful service.

"To most of us deafness is a very 
.serious ineouvenience — at least we 
can make it tiiat if we go about it 
all right. This 'mysterious feel,' 
and all such rot only hurts — besides 
it is so very far from true. 

"The live senses are needed by 
Ihe indivivlual. Any one taken 
away means a hardship of v dealer 
or lesser propoi lions. The sense of 
hearing is just a trifle less essential 
than the sense of si^hl. A deaf 
piMson goes thiough life with a 
tremendous handicap. In time of 
Course one becomes used lo it, ss 
indeed one can become used to al- 
most anything. 

"There are no real compensations 
for none go with ihe state Total 
deafness is total deafness, an<l 
iImi's all there is to it — it carries 
its own com menl. It means thai 
one is never lo hear tlie pallet of 
his own balies. It means that all 
that makes up for every day happi- 
ness where sound is (•iiiw',u-n...l is 
dead. 

"Music, ail llu> "onueiim r.inge 
and power of the human voice to 
thrill; music, all the sweet- toned in- 
stnimenls, btass, string, wood and 
ail, aie meaningless, yet they go far 
toward tilling the world with cheer. 
"The hearing mother at her 
household tasks can sing and talk 
even to her wee baby, or to a house- 
hold pet. This alone is a source of 
clieei and even a triviality, or in the 
more serious occurriMices of life, 
can inside of sixty seconds call up 
her husband or one of her tamily, 
even though that person be a thou 
sand miles away, through the soon- 
lo-become nniveisal telephone. 

"Antl Ihal telephone is going to 
mean a great hardship and delri- 
mcnt to deaf men in business — this 
is a serious ihing in itself as, aside 
frtim his strong oral leanings, the 
inventor ot the telephone. Dr. 
Alexaniler Graham Bell, married a 
deaf woman, and was once a 
teacher of the deaf. He has thou- 
sands of deaf friends who love him 
— none, more, nor with better cause 
than the wiitrcr. 

" The world is for the hearing. 
The deaf have a place in il be 
cause they adapt themselves to the 
world they live in. The better 
educated they aie menl.ally and 
manually, the better able they are 
to adapt themselves. 

"In some few avenues of activity 
a deaf man's <ieafnes8 is not such a 
serious liandicap. Tilden can cre- 
ate in marble just as wonderfully 
as if he could hear — yet could he 
hear he might be a greater sculptor, 
for opportunities that come to the 
hearing man to acquire by the 
spe(>eli of the hearing are closed to 
him. It is the veriest rot to ascribe 
to <leatiiess anj' charm or power 
I hat the hearing do not enjoy. 

"We gloss over the actual condi- 
tion of affairs because there is no 
help tot It. To us there is no ray 
of hope. Medical and surgical skill 
have found no allevialion, and even 
in religiot>'s <levoulest adherents we 
lind no case of restoiation of hear- 
ing Ihrough supernatural power — 
at least not since the days of the 
Prince of Peace. 

"We imitate so tar as we can ihe 
pleasures of the hearing. We have 
our cinbs, asscH-ialions, lodges and 
churches, but in them all Ihere is 
alwiii's the e?ei present missing 

.sense, 

*'ln religious devotions alone one 
iloes not need the sense of hearing 
A man can worship his creator 
when he is all alone thou.sands of 
miles from civiliaation. But the 
hearing can make their devotions 
sweetly attractive with grand 
oratory, sublime inu.sic, Imth human 
and instrumental. By alternating 
and diffusing a i»eivice is made 
picturesque yet aoloma. One needs 
but iHke his seat and close liis eyes 
and mind to all else but the service, 
and ooiue forlh from it br«>adened, 
rested, inspired. I recall the last 
service I altended liefore d 
claimed me, the first latteiUM 
losing my healing. I went to old 
St. Ann's iu iStU St. Sainted 



Thomas Gallaudet was oflBciating. 
It was a dark, dull afternoon. 
The stained glass windows did 
not permit much light to enter. A 
few gas jets accentuated the semi- 
darkness. The sign language and 
manual spelling were a new thing 
to me. I was too far back to see 
very well, and during the entire 
service all I could catch were a few 
signs too disconnected to convey 
any meaning. The vestments and 
the large while sleeves only made 
the service more mystic. No choir 
and no pealing organ was heard. 
Nearly two hours of almost meau- 
iiigles.s motion made it all the more 
gruesome to me. Surely few people 
have been granted better oppor- 
tunities to compare the joy of hear- 
ing and the significance of its 
absence than I. 

"Believe me, thirty-one years 
of deafness hasn't reconciled me to 
it. Time has softened Ihe blow, ex- 
perience has healed the wound,' work 
has enabled me to endure the hard- 
ship, great- joys and greater soirows 
have inured me to il, but nothing 
will ever lake its place. — Alex. L.

The N F. S. D. and the K. of D. 

Editor Dbaf-Mutbs' Journal: — 
In the name of fair play, kindly al- 
low me to call your' attention, and 
that of your readers, to the misstate- 
raen/s in Mr. Donnell'ys article in 
your issue of March 28th, captioned 
"Mr. Davis and the Knights of De 
I'Epee." 

Mr. Donnelly say, first of all; "In 
the Philadelphia news in the JouR- 
nal of March 2i.st, President Davis 
of Division 30, N. F. S. D., is quot- 
ed as saying in the course of a 
speech that " a Catholic who joined 
the Frats would lose favor with his 
church." 

A glance at the issue of the 
Journal in question will show that 
what Mr. Davis was quoted as say- 
ing is altogether different. This is 
what it says: "In the course of his 
remarks he took exception to a 
statement" of that kind. There's 
quite a difference. 

With the rest of Mr. Donnelly's 
article criticising Mr. Davis I have 
no wish to mix, but I would like to 
add that the ^ame statement that Mr. 
Donnelly declares "false" reached 
me here in Chicago long before it 
appeared in the Journal — and it did 
not come from Mr. Davis either. 
However, I have taken no stock in it, 
believing nothing of the kind could 
be said with due authority. 

In regard to Mr. Donnelly's say- 
ing: "We were told that the home 
office of theN. F. S. D., in Chicago, 
had been activly working to kill any 
efforts to start a council of the K. of 
D. in Philadelphia." I wish to say 
that Mr. Donnelly's information is 
not of the kind men who have 
observed the attitude of that same 
"home office" towards the K. of D. 
as it really is will be warranted in 
considering as truth. 

As Mr. IX>nnelly himself says, the 
N. F S. D. has nothing to fear from 
the K. of D. Its home office, of 
which I am iu charge, has not gone 
out of its way to "try to stop the 
growth of the K. of D." Nor has 
any one connected with it "descend- 
ed to childish and silly vilification," 
but it has answered enquiries that 
had been made as to the records of 
certain former members, if that is 
what Mr. Donnelly has iu mind, but 
does not put in the right words. 

Now, let us look at the other side 
of the sheet.

Po««ac« Stamp maclisce 

Every time a person licks a Unit- 
ed States postage stamp he gets a 
tawte of sweet potato. The gum 
with which the stamps are backed is 
made from thaj succulent vegfttable, 
because Uncle Sam's lieutenants 
consider it the most harmless pre- 
paration of the sort. All the gum 
used on American postage stamps is 
mixed by the Government at the 
Bureau of Eograviag and Printing 
where the stamps are made. It is 
spread on the sheets after tlie stamps 
have been printed. The gum in a 
liquid form is forced up through 
pipes from the basement where it is 
made. Th' s lead to a series 

of machines ng of rollers be- 

tween which tlie hheets of stamps 
are fed one at a lime. A continuous 
fine st«eam of the liquid gum 
falls npon these rollers. The sheet 
with its wet coating of sweet po- 
tato mucilage passes from the rollers 
into a long horizontal flue filled, 
with hot water. When it ^merges 
at the|other end of the fluethegum 
is dry.

The <ii»llaadet inemorlml. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just we»( 
of Amsterdam Aveone, and is built 
some tweuty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during bis lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the ohorch 
with which bis nan-e has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now andertakeq. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-matM. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about fofty-flve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will \m iwed for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Th* 
amount required for '* The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in it« position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life waft devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
